Hon. George Bancroft, besides being a 
historian and scholar, was one of the 
first amateur rose-gron ers in America. 
Every year he imported cuttings from 
the leading flower-growers of Europe. 
Tho king of Prussia—when old Kaiser 
William was king—allowed the Amer­ 
ican historian to have a slip of what­ 
ever he might fancy in the royal con­ 
servatories. 
Mr. Bancroft’s gardener 
used to cultivate some of his roses in 
an old house away out on F, or per­ 
haps it was G. street, above Twenty- 
second street, in the west end of the 
city. 
Mrs. Grant had a florist named 
Field in charge of the White house 
conservatory. 
He was a rose-grower 
of rare merit and skill la his artistic 
work. 
One day he happened into the old 
building where Mr. Bancroft’s gardener 
potted his plants and budded his roses. 
Over in a corner he observed a rose of 
a variety utterly unknown to him and 
of wonderful size and perfection in 
form and color. 
“ Where did thin 
come from?” he carelessly inquired of 
his rose-growing confrere. 
“ Oh, it 
is an offshoot from some cuttings we 
imported from Germany,” the man re­ 
plied. 
It was evident to Mr. Field 
that the other did not in the least com­ 
prehend the value of the new plant. 
After some talk Mr. Field bought 
the cuttings he had seen for $5. 
A 
year thereafter, when he’ had prop­ 
agated his new purchase and become 
convinced that he had a new and very 
valuable variety of roses, which he 
named the American Beauty, he sold 
his find for $.5,000, the most wonder­ 
ful result of the investment of $5 on 
record. 
To follow his luck a little 
further, Mr. Field invested his easily- 
earned $5,000 in lands near the city, 
which in a little less than three years 
were sold for $50,000.

It is all very well to help the Ne­ 
braska sufferers and no one has a 
right to say a word against the good 
work, but don’t forget that the poor 
are always with us, and this year 
there are more of them than usual.

bin and cupboard. 
Contributions are 
going to Nebraska from all over the 
country, but Janesville people get help 
from Janesville people alone. 
“ But doesn't the county and city help 
the poor of Janesville?” you ask. Ye* 
they do. 
But when a man has been 
out of work for months, and children 
have had to be fed, it would take a 
good deal to keep them comfortable. 
The authorities have done a grand 
good work in this line this winter, but 
there isn’t a closet 
in town that 
doesn't contain a cast off garment or 
two that would help to make some 
poor person 
comfortable. 
Many a 
family could scare up old clothing 
enough to clothe another whole fam­ 
ily, whose head is out of work, out of 
money and almost out of hope. 
**I would be glad to help some poor 
family if I but knew of a worthy one” 
is a frequent remark, “ but their are 
mo many impostors.” 


W orthy E asily Found. 
You don't have to find out who is 
worthy and who isn't. 
The Associ­ 
ated Charities doeB that. 
When a case 
is reported to them they investigate it 
and govern themselves accordingly. 
If you have shoes, clothing or bedding 
aend it to them; if you feel like giv­ 
ing five dollars’ worth of groceries to 
‘tome poof family give the order to the 
association; they'll see that the goods 
are placed where they are most need­ 
ed. 
This is true of provisions and 
supplies of all kinds. 
Give your do­ 
nation to them; they’ll do the rest 
and you will sleep more soundly to 
think that someone is enjoying that 
which is ol no use to you or can be 
spared. Think of this when the ther­ 
mometer goes lower and lower and re­ 
member th at “ he who giveth to the 
poor 
lendeth 
to 
the 
Lord.’* 
It is not all of these poor folks who 
will make their needs known until the 
last extremity. 
But the fact that 
there is a growing need in this city 
cab not be gainsaid. 
To those who 
come in contact wi+h these the want 
is apparent. 
This condition is more 
likely to grow worse than' better. Not 
only is the reserve fund of many get­ 
ting lees and less as the days of en­ 
forced idleness pile up, but there will 
of necessity be a contraction of credit 
favors. 
M erchants A re Liberal. 
Many merchants have been as lib­ 
eral in this respect as their means 
would allow, but the continuance of 
the bad times and the very fact of the 
conditions growing mere to require 
help makes their ability less. The 
good people have done wonders of 
charily for the needy ones. 
There 
are chapters of philanthropic self de­ 
nial which will remain unwritten but 
are none the less worthy to rank with 
the deeds of the great. 
To the pastors of the churches come 
many pleas for assistance. 
They lire 
glad to do all in their power, but of 
course their power to releive is limited. 
The best way is to turn all 3 our sup- 
plies over to the associated charities 
and then notify them of all cases of 
want. 
In that way more can be 
relieved and to better advantage.

T H E DOLMAN M ANTLE AND HOW TO 
CUT IT. 


M ore E leg a n t T han rn J a ck et, I t In E asier

tion. ] 
Tho latest rn ore of importance in dress­ 
making is the renewal of the dolman cape 
or m antle without sleeves. 
These are 
made long, generally reaching below the 
knee. 
They arc adapted for evening 
wraps, for the street and visiting, and 
they are always more elegant and dressy 
than any jacket for women. The jacket is 
better adapted for youth and for ordinary 
wear. 
In making a three-quarter dolman m an­ 
tle tho pattern can be drafted easily from 
the diagram herewith, the front edge be­ 
ing laid even with the selvage, with as 
much turned in as may be desired. This, 
however, m ust be allowed for before tho 
rest is marked. It will be noticed that on 
the shoulder seam there is one flattened 
space that is 4 inches wide, and following 
the two lines down is to bo laid in a plait, 
which allows for the opening for the 
Lands. 
The width across the bust from 
the X marks, aside from the space marked 
for the plait, should be the size of the bust 
from the arm size and should be easy, not 
tight. The circular line shows tho rounded 
shoulder portion. Tho width of each front 
at the bottom should depend somewhat on 
the flguro of the wearer, but a good way 
to get it is to pass a tapeline mound the 
body where tho bottom of the mantle will 
be and get tho number of inches, divide it 
into three, two parts for tile fronts and the 
other for tho back. 
The back part is cut on tho fold of the 
cloth, and the lower portion is not divid­ 
ed. The jog is to bo laid in two flat plaits 
a t the waist line. 
The center back seam 
should first be seamed and pressed flat, 
these plaits laid in and sowed down under 
neat arrowheads. 
The front plait should 
then bo laid and stitched to the lining. 
The lining of the front part should be nar­ 
rower by the size of the plait than the out­ 
side. 
Tho lining and outside should be 
sewed together, turned and pressed. 
Tho 
plait will then fall naturally into place 
and can be basted and later stitched into 
place. 
The armholes are marked OO and 
should be cut and bound from the inside. 
Tho shoulder scams should then be sewed 
together, and then the back and front 
portions basted carefully, beginning from 
the bottom. 
The back portion should 
have been lined and pressed and the seams 
basted firmly about two inches from the 
edge to allow the lining on that side to lie 
back and not be taken in with the seem. 
When the backs and fronts are basted 
together, the upper portion of the circular 
p^rtw ill be gathered closely into the space 
left for it and sewed firmly to the shoulder. 
The lining all around is left loose from 
the material, and as soon as the seams are 
pressed it should be felled down very ncat-

ly, the stitches taking hold upon tho 
pressed scams only. Another slight press­ 
ing with medium hot irons will add to the 
smooth appearance of the garment. 
An 
ease belt or ribbon, is to bo fastened at the 
waist lino in tho back to hold that snug. 
There remains now tho ornamentation. 
The collar may bo a plain turndown, or 
there may be a high modicis, or, in fact, 
any kind proving becoming. 
A sprung 
or slashed overcape is sometimes added, 
particularly when the mantle is intended 
for evening wear, and this is bordered 
with fur of 6omo kind. When the mantle 
is made of plush, velvet or heavy silk, a 
rich trim m ing of passementerie or heavy 
lace applique or silk embroidery may be 
put on, and a border of fine black skunk* 
skin is always an addition. 
When it is desired to lengthen this into 
a long clonk, all there is to do is to length­ 
en the lines, always making it a little 
larger around the bottom, as it is longer. 
When the garment is made of woolen 
goods, it must he evenly shrunken before 
it is mado up; otherwise dampness may 
entirely change its form. 
When it is de­ 
sired as a warm winter wrap, it should be 
interlined with a flexible flannel made for 
tho purpose, or it may be lined with fur, 
such as Siberian squirrel. 
Many ladies 
have old circular capes lined with that 
fur, and it can bo utilized to lino a mantle. 
The cape, if any, to wear over til is style 
of mantle must lit the shoulders flat and 
fall smoothly down. 
When finished, the 
lady who likes to wear a distinguished 
and elegant garment will be pleased. 
A word may bo .said on the distinguish­ 
ing feature of tho new blouse waist and 
how to attain it. 
There are full gathered 
fronts and backs, with belts, as usual, but 
the front of the waist is rounded down­ 
ward about two to four inches. Tho fronts 
are lined somewhat stiffly, and then the 
gathers, or plaits, as may be, are taken in 
and sewed to the belt. This 6ets the front 
out sharply just above tho belt. 
Many of 
them havo straps down tho center of the 
shoulders, and to these tho waist is gath­ 
ered in Garibaldi style. 
Others have the 
sleeves lengthened on the top and tho ex­ 
tra length plaited up to the collar in a 
plait I 
inches wide.
